school funds by the state. 


This county paid in $18,956.62 at 
the semi-annual settlement with the 
-late in December, which represented 
the money collected! a s state school 
tax«*s during the last half of 1923. 


The county will receive hack in t he* 
distribution by the state the sum of 
$14,359.46, which represents a loss 
of $4,597.16 in the transaction. 


• That is the -uni that Rush county 
paid toward tin* support of 
back­ 
ward counties with poor -chool sys­ 
tems. Only one other county in 
th« 
state— Benton— suffers more ii this 
semi-annual transaction. 


The total amount to he distributed 
by the state at this time U $2,534,- 
370.40. This sum is produced by the 
combined revenues of the state com­ 
mon school tax of 7 cents and the 
6 
percent interest from the State school 
fund of $11,500,000. 


The state distributes this income 
froni the tax and the fund twice 
a 
year in June and January. 


Equitable distribution is 
effected 
on a basis of the enumeration of all 
( hildrm in eafdi county between the 
ages of six and twenty-one. F«>r ev­ 
ery pupil enumerated, each county 
receive $3.12637827. 
Rush county’s 
enumeration was 4593. 


Distribution within the eounty t?
